That the total of $650,000 was contributed to the Roosevelt 
campaign and was formally entered on the books kept by the iste 
Cornelius N. Bliss, who was Roosevelt's personally picked treasure®, 
was sworn to by George R. Sheldon of New York, the present 
treasurer of the committee, before the Clapp committee investigat- 
ing campaign contributions at tHe sensational hearings held 0 

Of the $2,200,000 that formed the Roosevelt fund that year, Mr. 
Sheldon testified no less than 7314 per cent. came from the big ¢or 
porations of the country, although Roosevelt, throughout the cam- 
paign, with characteristic though artificial vigor denounced Mr.

San Francieco Finds That “Pay-as- 

You-Enter” Cars Prevent Loss of 

Life. .

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMBS, Oct. * 2-—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) By the introduction 
of the “Pay-as-you-enter”’ street cars, 
the United Railroads of San Francis- 
co has reduced the number of fatall- 
ties and injuries to a degree that 
caused members of the Board of Su- 
pervisors today to express themselves 
as more than pleased with the fact. It 
wag shown in the report of the com- 
pany that in the quarter ending June 
$0 there were but six persons killed 
and 360 injured, the list of injured 
including persons scratched and 
shocked by every—means that ts iInci- 
dental to the operation of street cars. 

Official records for 1909-160 show 
that there were sixty-seven persons 
killed in that period, making an aver. 
age of seventeen a quarter, or almost 
200. per cent. more than were killed 
in the last quarter. 

The reduction in the fatalities and 
injuries is chiefly dcecounted for by 
the fact that persons cannot jump op 
and off the P-A-Y-E cars as easily as 
they could the old style, and conse- 
quently passengers are protected from 
their own foolishness.

Hagemeister was serving the third 
year of a fifteen-year sentence given 
him in Sacramento after a conviction 
for arson. He was a printer, 21 years 
old, and had started a fire in a print- 
ing shop at Lodi. 
parole for several months. 

Thomas Fivelland. the fourth of 
the men pardoned Tuesday, was sen- 
tencedto Folsom for burglary in Mer- 
ced county in 1908. His sentence ex- 
pired January this year and he was 
pardoned in order to restore him to 
citizenship. 

TWO COMMUTATIONS. 

The two murderers, whose death 
sentence were commuted to life im- 
prisonment, were Wiffiam Burk of 
San Diego and George E. Figueroa of 
Los Angeles. 

Burk, whose sentence was com- 
muted September 10, murdered his 
wife in San Diego last year. He was 
to have been hanged last December, 
but was continually reprieved until 
the date had been postponed until 
September 13, this year, when his 
execution was averted through the 
commutation of sentence granted by 
Wallace on September 10.

Supreme Court Ruling Favors 
Free Navigation,

Decision of Interest to Los

A State Supreme Court ruling of 


-l special interest to the people of Los 


Angeles, inasmuch as it apparently 
@teposes of possible questions that 
might arise concerning the tidelands 
at San Pedro, is the decision handed 
down yesterday upon an appeal from 
the Superior Court of Napa county. 
In effect the court held that the 
State may dispose of the underlying 
soll of tidelands to private owner- 


thorize such owner to obstruct the 
free navigation of the water. 

The decision, which settles a vexed 
question in this State, was written by 
Justice Shaw and concurred in by Su- 
preme Court Justices Angellotti, Sloss, 
Melvin and Lorigan. The opinion of 
the court grew out of the attempt of 
Edwin H. Forestier, who claimed 
ownership in tidelands, to enjoin pri- 
vate citizens from going upon the 
premises for the purposes of hunting, 
fishing and navigation. The land in 
question is 302 acres, covered at high 
tide by water, and known as “Fly's 
Ray.” Forestier claimed title from 
the State under a sale of the land 
as tideland, a patent having been 
issued to him. 

The defendants claimed no owner- 
ship, but contested the right of For- 


upon the premises. The lower court, 
after hearing the testimony, held that 
the plaintiff was not the owner or en- 
titled to the possession of the prem- 
ises, but that they belonged to the 
State of California. The Supreme 
Court held this part of the lower 
court's decision of no consequence, 
inasmuch as it ruled that the ques- 
tion of ownership did not effect the 
question at issue one way or an- 
other. 

Quoting from section 2, article 15, 
of the State Constitution adopted in 
1879, the court said: “No one claim- 
ing or possessing the frontage or tidal 
land of a harbor, bay, inlet, estuary, 
or other navigable water in this State, 
shall permitted to exclude the 
right-of-way to such water whenever

that no person possessing tidal lands 
of a bay, estuary or other navigable 
water, whether the possession be law- 
ful or unlawful, can be permitted to 
obstruct the free navigation thereof.” 

Declaring the matter of alleged 
ownership was not material to the is- 
sues involved, the court said: “The 
power of the Legislature is limited by 
the provisions of the Constitution, 
which are mandatory and prohibitory. 
Therefore if it can dispose of, or au- 
thorize the disposition of the under- 
lying soll to private ownership, it can- 
not thereby authorize the alienee to 
obstruct the free navigation of such 
water. We think it plain that the 
provision for the sale of swamp and 
overfiowed, salt march and tide lands, 
as set forth in the Political Code. were 
not Intended to effect or extinguish 
the public rights in navigable waters. 
The judgment and order are af- 
firmed.”

DEMOCRATS TIRE 
OF NEW FADS. 


Arizona Leaders at Parting 
of Their Ways. 
Likely Fist Fray in Corri- 
dor of Phoenix Capitol. 


Surprises in Primary Count 
for All Parties. 


[Special Correspondence of the Times.) 

PHOENIX (Arts) Oct. 1.—The 
Arizona Democracy has come to a 
parting of the ways and bes taken 
bot roads. The radicals, who have 
been in charge of the party machinery 
for many moons, have been ousted 
from their on the throttle and 
the “Old Guard” has been reinstated 
in control. The roll of the leader- 
ship looks like a list taken from the 
party councils ten years ago, when 
no such things were known as initia- 
tive, referendum and recall. George 
A. Olney, the new chairman of the 
State Committee, accepted the new 
fads gingerly and hasn't become 
reconcila@] to them yet. The new 
order of things has come to pass over 
the form of Gov. Hunt, who is a Pro- 
gressive Democrat of the most ad- 
vanced standing. The indorsement of 
the State administration, therefore, in 
the party platform is to be very mild 
Indeed. The whole situation was sum- 
med up by a Democratic politician 
thusly: “Conservatism is to rule 
hereafter in the Democratic party of 
Arizona and Socialism is going out 
on the run.” The same individual 
claims that many Democrats are sick 
and tired of following after strange 
fads and that the party in Arizona 
is ready for a return to the political 
tenets of years agone. Though Sena- 
tor Smith was not present at the party 
councils here the past two days, the 
victors all are his friends and it is 
assumed that he would not be dis- 
pleased with a bit of retrogression in 
his party 4 


DEMOCRATIC ROW. 

The meeting of the Democratic Cen- 
tral Committee was a fight literally, 
as well as figuratively. The defeated 
radicals, who appear to have been 
outmaneuvered at every turn, raised 
a cry of fraud m connection with tne 
election of Reese M. Ling to the 
position of National Committeeman. 
C. M. Robers of Cechise, the defeated 
candidate for chairman, demanded an 
investigation of the primary, specific- 
ally asserting that 272 votes for 
Ling had been cast In Jerome, where 
the usual Democratic vote was only 
50. He also cast aspersions upon the 
primary returns from Maricopa 
county. The statements made were 
warmly contradicted by Dr. H. A. 
Hughes of Phoenix, whose language 
bristled with the word “liar.” The 
argument was continued in the cor- 
ridor of the capitol, near the Gover- 
nor’s door, by the new Central Com- 
mittee Secretary J. H. Robinson, who 
slapped the face and broke the eye- 
glasses of Eugene Brady O'Neill. a 
prominent local radical, late a candi- 
date for Senator. 

NO PLACE FOR THIEVES. 

W. T. Webb, one of the stalwarts 

and one of the electem gust chosen, 


mary and observed, “This is no place 
to investigate thieves.” To which 
came swift retort from Chairman 
Winsor of the Tax Commission, “And 
the Democratic party is no place to 
have them.” 

WOMAN'S SUFFRAGE. 

At the party councils today the 
plans of the day before were made 
official and most of the time was 
spent upon consideration of platforms. 
The greatest degree of tribulation lay 
with the female suffrage plank, pre 
sented to each council by a committee 
of women, comprising Mrs. Frances 
Munds and Mrs. V. F. Partch of Ari- 
zona and Mrs. R. Parks of California. 
The Progressives are strong for the 
proposition, but the other parties are 
shy. Chairman Hubbell of the Re- 
publican Committee is favorable. 

PRIMARY COUNT. 

Today at the Capitol were counted 
the returns from the late primary elec- 
tion. One surprise was the relatively 
strong vote for Tom Campbef, the 
Republican candidate for Congress- 
man, for whom there had been no 
campaign whatever. Yet, for him were 
cast 1040 votes, against 1680 for Rob- 
ert L. Fisher, Progressive, and 3614 
for Carl T. Hayden, Democrat. No 
one of the three had opposition. 

SECTIONAL FEELING. 

That the Hayden vote can hardly 
be accepted as a true test of Demo- 
cratic strength is indicated by the re- 
turns for the Democratic electors. 
After weeks of suspense, it finally was 
determinéd that all three electors are 
to come from Southern Arizona, name- 
ly Wiley E. Jones of Florence, W. T. 
Webb of Safford and J. R. Hampton 


of Clifton. The vote stood: Jones, 
2273: Webb, 1874; Hampton, 1823. 
There had been expectation that 


George Babbitt of Flagstaff would be 
chosen, but he polled only 1762 votes. 
The other defeated Democratic candl- 
dates were Tovrea of Bisbee, Cassidy 
of Phoenix and O'Connor of Nogales. 
Thus all of the larger counties have 
been left out, the same being true of 
Mr: Cassidy, who holds undisputed 
honor as being the original Wilson 
man in Arizona. But such a consid- 
eration seems to have little weight 
with the stalwarts now in control of 
the Democratic party in the State.

The arrest was made by Humane Of- 
ficer Dennis F. McLaughlin, after he, 
Police Officers Lioyd and Johnston 
ang Deputy Sheriff Holman had 
watched Eddie and Mrs. Phelps from 
oneealment and had broken down 
the door into the City Prosecutor's 
private office. The proceeding was 
dramatic. 

Eddie made no resistance and was’ 
left in his office guarded by Lioyd, 
and Johnston, while McLaughlin and 
Mrs. Phelps hurried up to the Juve- 
nite Court and Deputy District-Attor- 
ney McCartney Issued a complaint. 
Eddie was then taken up to the Hall 
of Records and given a private hearing 
before Judge Wilbur of the Juvenile 
Court, who signed the warrant. Ed-) 
die was released on his own revog- 
nizance and his hearing set for to- 
morrow afternoon at 2 o'clock. Dep- 
uty City Prosecutor Nimmo and Col. 
Tom C. Thornton represented the ac-, 
cused official and Asst. Dist.-Atty. 
Ford appeared for the prosecution. | 

“FRAME-UP,” SAYS EDDIE. 

After the hearing Eddie gave out 
a statement at his office declaring in 
effect that the whole affair is a frame- 
up by his enemies. 

“I cannot make any detalled state- 
ment.“ he said. “I nave been expect- 
ing this for some time and tried to 
ward it off, but it is one of those out- 
rageous jobs they tried to pull off on 
me once before. I feel like express- 
ing myself in detall, but I won't do it 
bow. 

“] will say this in addttion. I do 
not intend that they shall down me 
this way.” 

“Who do you mean by they?“ “ Ed- 
die was asked. 

“By ‘they’ I mean my enemies 
the interests I have, been fighting.” 

“You may want to know whether I 
am going to resign. I have no cause 
to resign and do not intend to re- 
sign. I do not want to give away my 
defense, and that is why I cannot talk 
in your presence.” 

“Are the reports of the perform- 
ances alleged to have taken place in 
your office this afternoon true?“ he 
was asked.

YEAR IN JAIL 
THE PENALTY.

Under the juvenile law of 
this State contributing to the 
delinquency of a minor child,

IEARLY RAIN CONTINUES 


TO BRIGHTEN COUNTRY. 


GENTLE though soaking rain 
A continuea through most of the 

night and appeared to be general 
in this section. The downfall of the 
day before only struck some sections 
but that of last night was sufficient 
to cover most of the Southland and 
to brighten up the vegetation and 


wash the dust from buildings and 


trees that have long been covered 
with the summer's dirt. 

The rain is appearing a trifle early 
this season, but little damage through 
the ranch being unprepared is an- 
ticipated. Reports from the outlying 
districts indicate that the rain is un- 
expected and therefore perishable 
goods were left exposed, causing some 
loss, but the good derived from the 
ground getting a good soaking so as 
to permit early planting is believed 
to more than offset this. 

‘Forecaster Carpenter said that 
the rain of last night started 
at San Bernardino and worked west- 
ward and that it is the outer edge of 
the disturbance noted the day before 
and for which the general warning 
was issued, which saved much fruit 
and other exposed products. 

Storm signals have been displayed 
at Avalon, San Pedro and Redondo 
Beach, and the forecast was verified 
by the wind and rain which developed. 
The disturbance is now working east- 
ward, the heaviest rainfall of last 
night being noted in New Mexico. The 
westward trend of the wings of the 
storm reached even as far as the 
coast. 

At Ventura a freak storm struck the 
city at 7 o'clock Tuesday night and 
a heavy downpour of rain fell, 
amounting to nearly two inches. It 
was the heaviest first rain of the sea- 
gon there for many years. It was 
accompanied by almost § incessant 
lightning and a continuous roll of 
thunder. At times the downpour was 
the heaviest ever seen there, besides 
there was a heavy fall of hall during 
the storm. The rain continued nearly 
all night. 

Contrary to expectations, it did lit- 
tle damage to the bean crop, much of 
which was lying cut on the ground and 
waiting for the threshing machines. 
The reason for this is that the pre- 
cipitation was very spotted. The city 
and the hills immediately behind Ven- 
tura got the full weight of the storm, 
while in the bean flelds to the east 
the fall was light. While nearly two 
inches feli here, but half an inch fell 
at Saticoy; .22 of an inch at the Smith 
playe in Sleepy Hollow; a little at 
Nordhoff; 18 of an inch at Montalvo. 
In Ventura the gutters ran full and 
all the barancas from the hill sec- 
tions were bank full early the even- 
ing. Bean growers there say that, 
with a warm spell of weather follow- 
ing, the beans will be better for 
threshing than if not rained upon. 


damage from rains of the early morn- 
ing will not prove as great as first 
feared. The fact that a dry wind fol- 
lowed the rains has somewhat elim- 
inated the chances of damage, drying 
the beans and thus preventing rotting. 

The first rain of the season fell in 
Kern county yesterday. In Bakersfield 
the precipitation was hardly sufficient 
to lay the dust, but in the mountains 
heavy showers fell and signs were 
good last night for a further down- 
all. 

Heavy showers were reported at 
noon yesterday from Lancaster and 
they settled into steady rains far into 
the night. The showers extended all 
through the Antelope Valley.

day, brought to light a remarkable 
state of affairs which called from 
he court a rebuke. 
: Faries charged his wife, Cordelia 
F., with desertion, and with being 
in love with an affinity. He testified 
she told him she did not care for 
him any more, but that she aid love 
Perry Schule of Kansas City, and 
that she would rather live in a hut 
with Perry than in a palace with 
Fariss.

Not since the crusades have Christian 
nations béen confronted with such a stu- 
pendous possibility as the present Moslem 
menace. If these fanatical followers of the 
Prophet are stirred to action by the call 
to arms of the combined forces of the Bal- 
kan states, it is frightful to contemplate 
what would be the outeome should a real 
Jehad (holy war) be proclaimed. 

The Young Turks of the army, who are 
the makers and maintainers of the new 
Ottoman empire, can hardly be held in 
leash, so enger are they to-rally to the 
blood-red banners—the emblems of their 
talth—to engage the hatéd infidel” 

Such a war would be popular to the 
Turks and to Mohammedan’ in general. 
The younger element will do all in their 
power to participate rather than retard 
such a conflict. Turks, like all other fol- 
lowers of Mohammed, when once aroused 
really delight tn bloodshed. 

Even though all the Balkan states com- 
bine and array themselves against Turkey, 
her army undoubtedly will prove equal to 
the task. The short campgign in Thessaly 
against Greece has only helped to whet the 
appetite of the Young Turks. 

The whole Moslem world awaits but the 
word of their Mullahs, ordaining that 
Christians throughout their domains be 
ruthlessly massacred. Their army, imbued 
with religious fervor, will cross the fron- 
tiers, overrun the Balkans, and enter Sofia, 
Athens, Cetinje, Bukharest, Belgrade and 
Philippopolis.

Defective Petition Ordered Filed 
Despite Lelande’s Admissio® That 
He Failed to Fullfll Law's Require-— 
ments Becausc of Lack of Time...

Despite the fact that County Clerk 
Lelande failed to state in his certtä- 
cate of the Roosevelt Presidentiai 
electors. filed with the Secretary of 
State Tuesday, that the names signed 
to the petition as required by “w 
are those Of citizens who took no part 
in the recent primaries, Atty.-Gen. 
Webb yesterday ordered Jordan to tile 
the petition. 

When the Taft Republican leaders 
in Lose Ang learned that Webb 
had decided in favor of the suffi- 
ciency of the certification pf the 
County Clerk they telegraphed to the 
Taft attorneys in San Francisco to 
begin legal action immediately to re- 
strain Secretary Jordan from placing 
Roosevelt electors on the independent 
column on the ballot. 

The Taft leaders here assert that 
hundreds of those who signed the 
petition not only participated in the 
recent primaries, but also signed the 
nomination petitions for 
at the September 3 primaries. 

County Clerk Lelande admitted 
yesterday that he refused to state in 
his certificate that none of the 12. 
035 men and women who signed the 
petition had participated in the recent 
primaries for the simple reason that 
his office did not have time to check 
up the signatures with those on the 
roster, as required by law. 

“Il wasn't going to swear to some- 
thing I knew nothing about,” said Le- 
lande. “We only had five days to get 
out t petition and it would have 
taken us a month to check up the 
names on the petition with the 
roster of those who voted or signed 
nomination petitions in the primaries. 
I know the law requires that the 
County Clerk must check up these 
names before filing the petition with 
the Secretary of State. but we didn't 
have time and that’s all there is to 
it. I referred the matter to Chief 
Deputy Hanna of the District Attor- 
ney’a office, who prepared the an- 
davit.” 

Hanna declared last night that he 
knew nothing about the petition, and 
had never discussed the matter with 
anyone. 

When Jordan received the petition 
he refused to accept it because of 
the omission. He referred the mat- 
ter to Webb, who held that the peti- 
tion is sufficient. There are 12,035 
names on the Los Angeles petition, 
almost the whole of the Roosevelt 
document. Bull Moose verification 
deputies were paid 5 cents a name 
by the Lissner-Finga third-term ma- 
chine. The Taft men say that the 
deputies in their anitiety to make a 
clean-up, failed to ask the signers if 
they had participated in the recent 
primary election or had signed any 
nomination petitions.

ing at No. 729 West Bighteenth street, 
was the principal witness introduced 
yesterday. McClelland, who formerly 
was a partner of Gen. Palmer in the 
ownership of lands leading into the 
San Juan couatry, told ot riding into 
Wagon Wheel Gap in the epring of 
1876, and finding the Creek 
road fenced in as private property at 
that time. Subsequently, according to 
his story, he settled in that country 
and bought adjoining property. After- 
wards, when Gen. Palmer built the 
Denver and Rio Grande Railroad, of 
which he was at that time president, 
into that country, he became a part- 
ner with Gen. Palmer in the owner- 
ship of vast tracts of land in that 
vicinity. Subsequently,-he sold out 
to Palmer, and for twenty years lived 
on the estate as manager for Gen. 
Palmer, who had bought the sur- 
rounding land until he had the pres- 
ent Palmer estate, consisting of ap- 


tie] proximately 3000 acres. 


CRUX OF SUIT. 

On cross-examination the witness 
maintained that during all the time 
from 1876 up until the time he left 
in 1908, the Goose Creek road was on 
the Palmer estate, was built and 
maintained as a private road and was 
never in any sense thought of or 
acknowledged as a public highway. 
The witness showed a remarkable 
memory and he eame out of a severe 
examination by ct Attorney 
with colors flying. 

During the examination many in- 
teresting facts connected with the 
early history of Colorade were 
brought to light. Wagon Wheel Jap. 
which forms so important d link in 
the chain of evidence, is the gateway 
leading into the famous San Juan 
country, where are located the richest 
mines in the State, such as the Tom 
boy.“ Camp Bird.“ “Smugzier.” 
“Polar Star,” Ute“ and Clay.“ and 
others. The Wagon Wheel Gap was 
so named, according to the testimony, 
because it was at this point that Gen. 
Fremont lost all his wagons in his 
first effort to reach California. 

The road in controversy was first 
built to connect Wagon Wheel Gap 
with Hot Springs, which even at that 
early date 4 begun to attract per- 
sons seeking summer resorts. Recal- 
ling some of the guests at Hot Springs 
during the time he was agent for Gen. 
Palmer there, McClelland called to 
mind the names of Gen. Sherman, 
Gen. Sheridan, Judge Usher. . Secre- 
tary of the Interior under President 
Lincoln; Senator Windom of Minne- 
sota, Senator Chaffe of Colorado, 
Senator Ingalls of Kansas and many 
others of almost equal prominence. 

Among the witnesses to be exam- 
ined today are Judge Caldwell, for 
many years judge of the United States 
Circuit Court at St. Louis: Ralph 
Granger of San Diego, whose im- 
mense fortune came the result of 
“grub staking” two man prospec- 
tors wHo afterwards discovered the

Sterry, attorney for the Los Angeles 
Railway Company, and Thomas. E. 
McClelland, wealthy mine owner and 
lawyer, who as a boy assisted in the 
construction of the road he is now de- 
fending against the attempt of the 
government to cotffiscate.

Issue Between Rival Water Associa- 

tions on the Tule River. 

PORTERVILLE, Oct. 1,—Bfforts at 
amicable settlement of the differences 
between the Upper Tule Water Users’ 
Association and the Lower Tule Ap- 
Ppropriation Association over the wa- 
ter from the Tule River appear to 
have come to naught, and a meet- 
ing of the Lower Tule users held to- 
day it was practically settled to take 
the question into the courts. 

For the last two years there has 
been a continuous effert on the part 
of the larger users of water to sectti« 
the question by arbitration. To this 
end five of the foothill ditch com- 
panies organized and the eight ditch 
companies of the valley also effected 
an organization, and committees of 
the two have made repeated efforts 
to get together. It is admitted that 
the river carries ample water if prop- 
erly used, and the quéstion is how 
to properly distribute it.
